There will be no immediate move toward ‘oppressive measures 
against Germany, although the provocation has been great. This 
French attitude will not be due to fear of disapproval by other 
Allies. To charge France with militarism and imperialism is ab- 
surd as it is to say that she has set her heart.upon permanent oc- 
cupation; in other words, confiscation of the/German coal-produc- 


ing district in the Ruhr basin. 
The belief that she is waiting only 
for a favorable opportunity to 
pounce on Germany by force of 
arms, compelling industrial and eco- 
nomic tribute is fallacious. For her 
to do so would be not alone unwise 
but impossible.

NEW YORK, Jan. 8.—Senator 
Sterling of South Dakota today pre- 
dicted that President-elect Harding 
would submit the Knox peace reso- 
lution to the Senate immediately 
after his inauguration to end tbe 
state of war between the United 
States and Germany at once. 

Addressing a luncheon here of the 
National Republican Club, Senator 
Sterling said he foresaw a new asso- 
ciation of nations of the world as- 
sembled about the court of justice 
which Elihu Root recently had a 
hand in forming. 

The Senator, speaking of “man- 
kind’s inclination ‘for war rather 
than peace,” said he had noted that 
a “certain Mr. Jack Dempsey got 
$100,000 for a single prize fight here 
some time ago, whereas President 
Wilson received $40,000 in a Nobel 
peace prize for his peace efforts.” 

“Who wants to be a pacifist?” he 
concluded. 

Senator Sterling blamed President 
Wilson for keeping the United States 
out of the “League of Nations. He 
esid “word from the other end of 
Pennsylvania avenue” prevented 
ratification of the treaty of peace 
and the venant with reservations.

Clarkson Dye, counsellor of the oc- 
guidance bureau. While

out of work, many have sought to

Applicants for guidance many 
times make special trips for counsel 
from San Bernardino, San .

TROUBLESOME PHRASE. : 

“Self-determination” ia the one of the 
famous fourteen points that has occasioned 
more controversy during the last three 
years than ali of the rest. Perhaps its 
origina] meaning has been misapplied; for 
it has been coupled with another famous 
saying, and the world has been swept by 
a whirtwind of “self-determination without 
stint or limit.” 

Never was a happier phrase invented to 
create dissensions in the empire of the 
Hapsburgs, where ten different peoples were 
united, mostly against their will, under a 
single autocracy. The Austrian Empire 
was shaken, too, shaken so badly that it 
coon shattered, like ice breaking up in a 
river. The application of the phrase to 
Russia, from the point of view of the Al- 
lies, was as unfortunate as it was effective 
in the case of Austfia. It broke the unity 
of the Austrian defense, caused desertions 
of whole regiments to the enemy and 
brought the Austrian government to sue for 
peace just at the time when Germany was 
bardest pressed. But it caused a similar 
breaking away from the central govern- 
ment in Russia and weakened still further 
an ally already beginning to wabble. 

Since the armistice fifty peoples, big and 
httle, have been crying for self-determina- 
tion. Most of them have been fighting for 
it. Perhaps no single phrase ever caused 
80 much disturbance among the nations of 
the earth. As an abstraction it is idealistic: 


y bat when @ concrete application is attempt- 


ed there are no fixed limits by which it can 
be restrained. 

Self-determination has kept the Balkan 
rivers running red to the sea. It sent 
D’Annunzio to Fiume and De Valera to the 
United States. It caused insurrections in 
Egypt, India, Persia, Rumania, Ireland, Man- 
churia, Turkey, Hungary and half a dozen 
Russian provinces. It has caused unrest 
im the Philippines, in Algeria and mn Ha- 
wail. In short, wherever two groups of peo- 
ples of different race or lineage are united 
ander the same government the minority 
group has attempted to break away and set 
up an independent state. 

While the phrase was given its inter- 


‘} mational application by President Wilson, 


he should not be too harshly blamed; for 
it was very valuable propaganda in hreak- 
ing the defense back of the Hun lines. But 
it is one of those unfortunate terms that 
keeps butting in where it was not intended 
to epply. No ome can speak with authority 
to say when a group is large enough, intel- 
lectual enough and possessed of sufficient 
character to be trusted to go out alone 
Rights when hungry wolves in the form of 
greedy natiofis are unrestrained in “the 
world. 

The menace of self-determination in the 
hands of undeveloped groups was appre- 
ciated by the Paris Peace Conference, and 
it Was to keep them from disorganizing so- 
clety that a system of mandates was cre- 
ated, making big nations guardians of little 
ones. But the mandate plan has not proved 
@ perfect duccess; for some of the nations 
exercising mandatories have been acting 
very much as though the territory under 
their guardianship is their private property. 
Japan has been expending a great deal of 
money fortifying the islands over which 
she exercises mandatories, and the distinc- 
tion between the exercise of a mandate and 
annexation is so slight that it is likely to 
wholly disappear, 

Self-determination appeals alike to indi- 
viduals and groups held undér restraint. 
The average schoolboy and schoolgirl! would 
be for it strong. just as the childrémin the 
average home would consider it a great 
improvement over the present plan of pa- 
rental control. But wise heads know that 
it would make conditions worse, both in 
the school and in the home. The same 
principle applies to groups and nations. 
One of the facgions im Ireland has gone to 
fighting for self-determination with bloody 
weapons; but there are several factions in 
Ireland. The Ulsterites say that, if the 
principle of self-determination is to be ap- 
plied, their group must be permitted to de- 
cide whether they shall join with the Sinn 
Feinera in the south of Ireland or remain 
@ part of Great Britain. Ulster would use 
the same argument against the Sinn Fein 
that the Sinn Fein uses against the British 
government, and with equal mght. 

President Wilson advocated self-determt!- 
nation for the Philippines and an insurrec- 
tion wag fomented in the Philippines with- 
in a week. If the government of the ie- 
lands were toe be turned over to the natives 
it ia doubtful whether they could long keep 
the country free from the clutches of Japan; 
for the Nipponese would go after it like a 
bear after a bee hive. 


Self-determination in Armenia was quick- 


ly followed by @ war with Turkey which 


has.resulted in the return of the territory 
te slavery under its old masters. Self-de- 


‘termination in Persia brought in the Bol- 


shevik. tm Greece it made possible the 
return of Constantine. It has kept India 
in a state of latent rebellion and forced the 
application ef martial law in Egypt. 


Apply self-determination toe the forty- 
eight units of the United States and the 
Kighteenth and Nineteenth Amendments 
would be knocked out; Wiscopsin and Mis- 
souri would probably withdraw from the 
Union, and Texas and Arizona would 
promptly set out on the conquest of North- 
ern Mexico. California might be drawn into 
an armed conflict with Japan, without the 
support of the States east of the Rocky 
Mountains. In fact, self-determination sa- 
vors very much of the old ante-bellum Dem- 
ocratic doctrine of State rights. 


Casting a glance back over the history 
of nations and peoples, one discevers that 
the great progressive movement of the nine- 
teenth century was in the direction of com- 
bining different groups under strong cen- 
tralized goveraments, often by conquest, but 
Bot infrequently by mutual consent. It 
was by this process that the Russian. Ger- 
man and British empires were formed and 
the republics of France and the United 
States. South America held to the self- 
determination plan, with the result that the 
continent is divided into a number of little 
states and no great one. The experience 
of the last five years has not proved that 
the breaking up of great nations into 
groups of little ones adds to the stability 
an4 progress of the world. Great navies 


‘are impossible to little states. as are great 


industrial and reclamation projects. As a 
war measure selfdetermination was an aid 
to the Allies: but its benefit to industry 
has yet to be proved. The history of the 
United States is a powerful argument 
against it; for, if the theary is sound, the

Civil War was tyranny on the part of the 
North, 

The historians of the next generation are 
likely to record that self-determination was 
One of the fourteen points that bore a poi- 
soned tip, one that will not redound to the 
renown of its idealistic projector. To apply 
the principle of self-determination to some 
of the groups now clamoring for it would 
be as wise as to apply it to a lunatic asylum 
or a penal institution. 

Before any group of people, large or small, 
can! be trusted with the adoption of that 
principle they must show that they possess 
a knowledge and understanding of institu- 
tions sufficient to rule themselves and a 
character that will keep them from run- 
ning headlong into anarchy. 
those conditions the maintenance of:a group 
of little states instead of consolidating 
them under a strong centralized govern- 
ment, like that of the United States, ts 
likely to retard rather than advance the 
welfare of the human race. The phrase 
has yet to be proved a satisfactory substi- 
tute for “the greatest good for the greatest 
number.” 


HACKLED NEWSPAPERS. 

The Literary Digest notes that very 
few newspapers are commenting decisively 
on the gigantic struggle now under way 
between the open-shop and closed-shop ad- 
vocates in this country. The reason for this 
is not hard to find. ' 

Most of our newspapers are wearing a 
yoke which not only weakens their produc- 
tive power, but prevents them from giving 
free expression to their convictions. 

The yoke which they wear is that fash- 
foned by the International Typographical 
Union, which is part of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. 

One of the solemn agreements entered 
into by every publisher who signs with the 
typographical union is not to do anything 
prejudicial to the interests of the union. 
Practically the only way in which a publi- 
cation can either aid or hinder a cause is 
by approving or condemning it in its col- 
umns. The publishers, then, while out- 
wardly standing before the world as ready 
at any time to champion any cause that 
seems to be for the benefit of all classes, 
really pledge themselves in advance not to 
sey enything which would be harmful to a 
particular class. The union, in the agree- 


ment, makes similar promises not to damage 


the publishing companies. 

To the credit of most of the yoke-wearing 
publishers it must be said that they have 
worn their shackles faithfully and in si- 
lence. They have not attacked or rebuked 
the unions, save in the most general and 
impersonal fashion, if at all. They have 
sought to buy peace in their composing 
rooms at the price of ignoring a great na- 
tional issue. The unions have not kept 
their agreement not to damage publications 
under contract with them. During the last 
year thousands of union mechanics in news 
papers struck for higher wages in violation 
of their unexpired contracts, or covertly 
secured the same end by taking “vacations” 
in such a way as to force a virtual suspen- 
sion of business. All of the publications of 
importance which missed coming out with 
some of their regular issues last year held 
contracts with the typographical wnion 
which were technically still in force at the 
time of refusal to work. . 

Furthermore, it is a notorious fact in 
publishing houses under unjon contract that 
the union members do not encourage appren- 
tices to come into the trade. The object 
of this sub rosa program is to constantly 
lessen the total number of available skilled 
workers and at the same time to secure 
greater membership by bringing men out- 


“side the union into it with the allurement 


of a constantly growing number of ‘situa- 
tions” (very properly termed “sits” by the 
unionists) combined with a decreasing te- 
tal membership to “hold down” those “sits.” 

During the emergency created by the war 
it was the studied policy of the unions to 
secure contracts with publishers by which 
the publishers agreed to hire only gnion 
labor at a specified wage and under fixed 
conditions. In its turn the union agreed 
to furnish these men at the rate spectfied. 
As a matter of fact, the union was thus 


contracting to supply men for more posi- | 


tions than it could fill. In other words, 
during the shortage it sold to publishers 
thousands of working hours at so much 
per hour, knowing that it had not the mem- 
bership to deliver those hours at the rate 
specified. 

Lacking the membership with which to 
keep its contracts, the national organiza- 
tion, through the local organizations, in- 
formed the publishers that they could get 
the work done by paying a great deal more 
tnan the wage agreed to, perhaps ‘Only a 
week or two before, by paying the differ- 
ence between what the union agreed to 
sell hours for and what it could at that 
time command for them! Ordinarily, if a 
man buys anything, whether services or 
commodities, from another at a 
unit price, he can hold the seller to that 
price or make him pay the difference be- 
tween the contract and the market at the 
time of delivery. That holds good between 
individuals and between business units. 
The one exception ig to be found in the 
unions, which can contract to deliver a 
thing at one price, but cannot be made to 
do so because they are not forced to incor- 
porate. | 

There can be no more convincing proof 
of the shackling of such a large number of 
our publications than in the fact that they 
have borne this un-American despotism in 
their own places of business. Here and 
there strong and courageoyr publications 
have raised their voices against the shack- 
ling of business and of the workers in busi- 
ness. Those publications have become the 
nucleus around which the determination 
to restore freedgm in industry has been 
shaping itself into a factor in the national 
The contrast between the free and 
the bound publications is become daily 
sharper. 

Can a newspaper, any better than an indi- 
vidual, serve two masters? Can a publica- 
tion which ig chained te one class and 
which is virtually pledged not to say any- 
thing against that organized class, regard, 
less of its perfidy or its crimes, really serve 
all the people? Can a shackled pregs point

S CHEAP GOLD. 


the official report on gold production in

gold has remained fixed, but the value of 
gold in terms of everything else has fallen 
tremendously during the last six years. 

Instead of coming up to the $16,000,000 
gold production of 1919, California produced 
only slightly over $13,000,000 worth of gold 
in 1920. Furthermore, deep mining, which 
formerly predominated and is the basis of 
sustained and heavy production, dwindled 
until, had it not been for the placer, or sur- 
lace, workers, the gold output of the State 
would have been even lower. This means 
that it is still worth while to pick gold up 
when it is right at hand, but ft is poor bust- 
ness when heuvy expense has to be borne 
in bringing it to market. 

In passing it is interesting to note that, 
as against a gold output of only $13,000,000 
in 1920, California, which came into fame 
as a gold State and is stil] one of the 
world’s chief sources of supply for the 
precious metal, produced over half a billion 
dollars’ worth of agricultural products. The 
omange production alone was worth more 
than $70,000,000. 

But whether gold is too cheap when meas- 
ured by other commodities to make it worth 
while to dig deep for it or whether it is so 
valuable that all men go begging to the 
man who holds a little gold, Prof. Fisher 
says that ovr present system is vicious in 
that it makes us think that we have an un- 
changing standard of values, when in real- 


cer our arrangement. 

So many ounces of gold are always worth 
so Many ounces of gold, he argues, just as 
s0 many ounces of onions will always be 
worth so many ounces of onions. But the 
value of a standard of exchange consists 
not in its always being worth itself, but in 
its always being worth the same amount in 
terms of all other commodities men deal 
im and live by. 

The reagon that a rising or a falling mar- 
ket causes so much discontent, he says, is 
that people become enraged because the 
sacred, sa-called “fixed value” gold dollar 
is not fixed in the least as regards any- 
thing but itself. A man lends another $1090, 


back, it will be worth what it was when 
he loaned it in terms of goods. Therefore, 
Mr. Fisher, who could point strikingly to 
the impoverished gold producers of all lands 
and of this State, urges that the govern- 
ment be empowered to stabilize the dollar 
by the process of adding more gald to or 
taking gold out of the standard of value at 
Washington until the value of the dollar 
would always be worth approximately the 
same in terms of basic commodities. This 
would require a weekly valuation of all 
commodities regarded as of primary impor- 
tance and would, if the argument is sound, 
prevent rapid changes in the purchasing 
power of money. 

On a rising market Mr. Fisher's argument 
sounded musical to the fixed-salary people 
and to the capitalists who were suffering 
trom a depreciated value. in their low-rate- 
of-interest securities. Now that the market 
is atarting downward his argument will ap- 
peal to those who get caught on the return 
trip. 

Rut it fs precisely in the varying per- 
sonnel of bis supporters that the weakness 
of Mr. Fisher's plan lies. The group which 
at a given time sees profit for itself in 
either pulling the dollar up or down will be 
with any man who can turn the trick. No 
group is ever gqing to want the dollar bal- 
anced so as to damage it, and the groups 
which would profit or lose by the stabiliza- 
tien of the dollar change so rapidly that 
organization of them seems out of the ques- 
tion.

Lark Ellen Establishment in 
Need of Enlargement. 
Debts All Paid, but Capacity 

Found Inadequate. 


Card Party and Concert to be 
Given at Ambassador. 


In order to raise money to main- 


tain a permanent fund for the Lark 
Bilen Home for Boys, and to make 
ble the erection of a home 
ing, a benefit card party and 
concert will be heid at the Ambas- 
gador on Wednesday, the 26th inst., 
from 2 to 5 p.m. 
The property of the home includes 
a tract of about thirteen acres, 
which supplies vegetables in plenty 
and provides accommodations for 
twenty-five children. Any homeless 
boy is eligible to admittance. In 
1889 the late Mary C. Housel, after- 
ward dean of Huntington Hall, 
founded a reading-room for news- 
boys on Spring street. This led to 
the operfing of a boarding-house on 
East Twentieth street, and later, in 
1893, the Los Angeles Newsboys’ 
Home was incorporated, and the 
home removed to its present loca- 
tion. Various societies and indi- 


viduals adopted it in turn. After | 


Mme. Ellen Beach Yaw gave a con- 
cert, netting a large amount, the 
mame was changed to the Lark Ellen 
Home for News and Working Boys. 

During the war period the support 
was alinost entirely borne by Mme. 
Yaw and her sister, Anna Yaw 
Thorpe, but in 1819 the present 
board of twenty-seven directors was 
assembied. These ladies have re- 
paired and beautified the place, have 
cleared off the mortgages and paid 
all outstanding debts. 

The old dwelling has been adapt- 
ed to the needs of @ home for boys. 
Mme. Yaw built a gardener's cot- 
tage and the new board has added a 
Playhouse, a barn for a cow and 
feed, and other improvements. The 
boys care for cow, calf, chickens, 
Beigian hares and bees. It ig now 
the aim of the board to increase the 
capacity of the home so that many 
more homeless lads may find refuge

The movement to secure an 
emergency tariff on E tian cotton 
is backed by the Pacific Cotton Ex- 
change and the Chamber of Com- 
merce of this city. the chambers of 
commerce at Bakersfield and Fres- 
no and the Chamber of Commerce 
and the American Egyptian Cotton 
Growers’ Association of Phoenix, 
Ariz. 

T. W. McDevitt. president of the 
Pacific Cotton Exchange, says Egyp- 
tian cotton interests appear to be 
undertaking to destroy the Pima 
cottonNindustry in thi& country. by 
sclling Ervptiag cotton in the Bos- 
ton market at prices 15 cents per 
pound lower than the price of the 
same grade of Egyptian cotton at 
Liverpool,. Ene. 

BELOW PRODUCTION CoOs8T. 

“This sort of thine is ruinous 
competition,” declares Mr. McDevitt. 
“Egyptian cotton, which corre- 
sponds in fiber to our Pima cotton. 
is sellir in Boston, to the manv 
textile mille at Bedford and else- 
where, at prices below the actual 
cost of production in California and 
Arizona. It is now offered for iess 
than 40 cents a pound, and many of 
our American tire factofies are now 
using Pima i cotto:: which they 
bought on contract at 60 cents per 
pound and in some cases more than 
that. 

“If the Egyptian cotton interests 
can create a chaotic condition in 
our cotton market for a considera- 
ble time, they can probably drive 
Americans out of the long-staple 
cotten industry and put us in such 
n position that we wiil be dependent 
upon foreign interests for automo- 
bile tire fabric and material with 
which to make airplane wiacs. It 
ought to be made generally known 
that a California and Arizona indus- 
try that has developed from 6000 
acres in 1913 to 200,000 acres in 
1920 is dependent for its verv exist- 
ence upon an emergency tariff.” 

@ emergency tariff for cotton 
has been made a part of the Ford.- 
ney bill, and has atready received 
the approval of the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Mr. McDevitt savs he 
expects the Senaté will approve the 
bill at an early date.

JAPAN BACKS 
His Majesty instructed our. For- 


eign Minister to carry out this pro- 
gram. Count Lobanov-Rostovski 
must be given credit for thie skill 
with which he acquitted himself of 
his task. He immediately secured 
the “agreement .of Germany and 
France to Ruasia’s demand, where- 
upon he hastened to send our uf. 
matum to Japan. The latter was 
forced to accept it, and instead of 
the Liatung Peninsula, she de- 
manded and obtained an indemnity. 

Simultaneously, I entered into ne- 
gotiations with China ‘and offered 
her ous services for the conculsion 
of the large loan which she needed 
in order to pay the Japanese tn- 
demnity. As China’s credit was not 
sufficient to enable her to contract 
the loan, I agreed to pledge Rus- 
sia’s resources as security for the 
Chinese loan. Furthermore, I took 
practically complete charge of ne- 
| gotiating and arranging for the 
\transaction in the French money 
The banking firms which 


took part in floating the loan in- 
cluded Banque de Paris, Banque 
des Pay Bas, Credit Lyonnais, and 
the Hotenger house. 
atives of these banks secured my 
promise to help them in their fi- 
nancial activities in China in return 
for the service they had done me 
in connection with the loan to China. 

As a result I founded the Russo- 
Chinese Bank, in which the French 
financiers were the chief sharehold- 
ers. At first, the Chinese govern- 
ment and also our treasury invested 
heavily in the institution, but late- 
ly our interest in it had been prac- 
tically negligible. After the wretched 
Russo-Japarese War we lost our 
prestige in China and the bank be- 
gan to decline. Recently it was 
merged with the Northern Bank, the 
combination being known as the 
Russo-Asiatic Bank.

| De Mille has been highly recognized 
as a playright. And he still has a 
very strong leaning toward expres- 
in words, although it never 
/shows itself on the screen in any 
overabundance of subtitles. 

His familiarity with the stage has 
bred in him a sort of contempt for 
its narrowness. He doesn't hesitate 
to score the average provincial qua!- 
ity of stage success. 

“What is the so-called American 
drama? There is no such thing. 
The American drama is Broadway 
drama. You know as well as I 
that every Play that has been suc- 
cessful in the past has had to bear 
the halimark,*of that uarrow de- 
cadent, sensation-loving group. 
which inhabits the theater district 
of New York. For years every 
thing that they approved was in- 
flicted on the country at large.

You 
might call it optographic literature. 
But photo opera would be nearer, 
taking the word opera in the larger 
sense of its derivation. 

“By degrees though we are de- 
veloping a craft. Little by little, 
we are wecrking away from the other 
arts and finding our own force. But 
it is my’ Delief that the photoplay 
is now in the same stage as the 
drama before the Elizabethan period. 
It is just a@the beginnings. None 
of us has realized its possibilities. We 
are all preparing phe way for c new 
generation.”

Figures for Country Prove 
Los Angeles at Top. 


Nation’s Shortage is Placed at 
More: Than Million. 


National Commerce Board to 
Discuss Big Problem. 


That Los Angeles easily led all 
cities of the United States in build- 
ing residences in 1920 is a fact de- 
dueed by Chamber of Commerce of- 
ficials yesterday after they were in- 
formed by John Ihider, manager of 
the civic development department of 
the Nationa] Chamber of Commerce, 
that probably less than 70,000 houses 
were built in the United States last 
year. Two thousand were con- 
structed in Angeles, which is 
one-thirty-fiffh of all those built in 
this country. As Angeles

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TIME SAVED BY USE OF TRACTOR 
WELL EMPLOYED ON POWER FARM.

stand for any such grabbing deal? It will 
mean that the southern end of California 
which pays most of the State taxes, must 
support a school almost at the northern 


ledge of the farming area of the State. It 


will mean that the majority of the young 
men attending the State College of Agri- 
culture at Davis must continue to spend 
unnecessarily large sums for transportation 
and maintenance far away from their 
homes. Most of the etudents at Davis now 
come from the districts south. If the Col- 


lege of Agriculture is established where in 
equity it ought to be established, in the San 
Fernando Valley, or in Orange county, or 
at Riverside, it would serve a far greater 
proportion of the State’s young men. 

By the removal of the State farm school 


T IS often observed of very successful 
men that the greater their responsibili- 
ties, and the more they accomplish, the 

more leisure they appear to have. Such 
men are mever in a hurry, nor do they rush 
around like some petty boss as though 
everything depended upon them. Yet, if) 
we could look injo their minds, we would | 
see that some of their biggest plans are) 
formulated and developed when apparent- 
ly they were not working at all. Success, 
is often a matter of perspective. If we, 
keep our eyes too close to a trivial task 
we cannot see the broader outline of a plan) 
for the future. 

This very thing is often the cause of 
farmers ‘failing to develop themselves and 
their farms. Instead of having time to) 
think and plan for bigger and better con-' 
ditions, their methods are such that ail) 
their time and efforts are taken up in do- 
ing the daily routine things which dull the | 
mind and tire the body. 

The tractor is one of the modern agents 


from Davis, practically nothing would be 
lost, for there is only a small number of 
temporary buildings there. The farming 
center of the State is somewhere between 
Bakersfield and Fresno, but the population 
center is even farther south, The biggest 
argument of all, perhaps, for a State Agri- 
cultural College in the south is the fact 
that in this end of the State every crop that 
grows in California can be put out for 
study and observation of the students, 
something impossible in the north. It is 
time for the south to make a stand for jus- 
tice and equity in this matter. 


SERBIANS GET WHEAT. 

A consignment of pedigreed cereal seeds 
including the new VU. C. Mariout and Four 
Thousand barleys and a new wheat de- 
veloped at the University Farm hag just 
left Davis for Stepojavac, *Posavina, Serbia. 
These new cereals recently introduced into 
California by the State Experiment Station, 
have rapidly taken precedence over the old 
accustomed varieties, and it is hoped that 
their introduction inte Serbia will be at- 
tended by the same success which has 
marked their distribution in California. 
Mr. Paul Yeftich, field representative of the 
American Hospital and Relief Association 
reports that the Serbians suffered an almost 
complete loss of their original seed stocks 
during the war, consequently the university 
authorities feel that by stocking the coun- 
try with the scientifically bred varieties 
they are rendering a high service and one 
of permanent value. 


ANTELOPE GROWERS ORGANIZE,

that is changing these conditions on the 
farm, because the power farmer, complet- 
ing his various tasks in quicker time than 
the animal farmer, has time to think and 
plan for larger improvements, and by util- 
izing the time thus saved, to work toward 
transforming his farm from a fairly good 
or a poor one into one of good develop- 
ment and efficient operation. 

The superiority of the tractor over horses 
for plowing and fleld work has been told 
80 many times that there is very little to 
add to it, but the indirect benefits derived 
from power farming are so varied and so 
novel that we can profit by the recital. of 
the experiences of others. Psychological 
changes have been taking place throughout 
the world, and the people living on our 
farms have not escaped this influence. The 
trend of the labor movement has been away 
from the farms and toward the city, and 
innumerable old-time farmers have been 
worried by the attitude of their sons to- 
ward farming. The experience of one such 
farmer is typical of the rest. 


A FATHER AND SON. 

This farmer had descended from a long 
line of country dwellers; be loved rural 
life and could not understand how anyone 
brought up on a farm could choose any 
other vocation. He had settled on his place 
with his father, and much of h's life had 
been of the pioneer type. with the hard- 
ships and privations of pioneering. He 
had worked long hovrs in the fields with 
his horses and had grown to accept con- 
ditions as he found them. His farm was 
one of the best in the neighborhood, but 
it was laid out along old-fashioned lines, 
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and he thought that what was good enough 
for his father was good enough for him. 

In this he made the mistake of expec- 
ting his son to see things out of the same 
eyes he did, whereas the son had the vi 
sion of youth, and during his trips to 
neighboring farms had seen the rapid 
strides the up-to-date farmers were mak- 
ing. The son liked horses, but he didn’t. 
see why he should spend a long, hard day 
driving a team plowing an acre or two in 
the hot sun while a neighboring boy sat 
on a tractor seat and plowed five or six 
times as much with less labor and discom- 
fort. Accordingly, when all suggestions 
for the introduction of motive power on 
the farm were met by the statement fronr 
dad that horses had helped him build up 
the place and horses were good enough to 
carry on the work, the son decided ona 
radical step. If his father insisted upon 
his living a kind of life that was narrow, 
unpleasant and unnecessary, he would ex- - 
ercise the right to choose his own environ- 
ment and would leave the home place and 
shift for himself. 

The boy's decision came as a blow to 
the old man, but it woke him up to a real- 
ization that the world had moved forward 
and the younger generation would not be 
content to carry on their agricultural work 
with the same implements he had used as 
a boy. After considerable thought the 
farmer decided to keep his boy at home 
at any cost, and he reluctantly bought a 
tractor, secretly hoping that the “darned 
thing” wouldn’t work and would cure his 
son of his folly. 


THE TRACTOR WORKED. 


But it did work, of course, and worked 
so successfully that before long the farm- 
er had become as enthusiastic over his 
fron horse as the son, and a new era of 
progress dawned on that farm. Not only 
was most of the field work done with the 
tractor, but a small gasoline engine was 
bought and installed in the basement of 
the house .to handle the washine machine, 
the cream separator an@ the water pump 
that found their way into that home. Later, 
a large stationary engine was bought for 
the barn and various labor-saving devices 
were installed to grind the meal for the 
Stock and perform the other necessary 
work formerly done by hand. : 


All of these things left more and more 
time at the disposal of father and son. and 
& garage was built to house the automo- 
bile and tractor, and at one end was es- 
tablished a machine shop with lathe and 
the simple tools needed to make repairs. 
Several power farming and agricultural 
magazines were subscribed for and these 
were read and discussed by father and son, 
and the old man fovnd that, in spite of a 
life time of association with work stock, 
he took a greater interest in things 
mechanical and felt more in sympathy 
a the interests of the younger genera- 

on. 

From a material standpoint this farmer 
found that his investment in the tractor 
and gas engines paid big dividends, for he 
was able to carry on his usual farming 
operations in much less time than was re- 
quired with stock, and he could dispense 
with all but a few head of horses. It was 
not as necessary, either, to employ outside 
help as formerly. 

The next natural step was a complete 
partnership of father and son. Together 
they planned the development of some 
waste land they had never seemed able to 
spare the time for in the past. With the 
help of the tractor an old pasture was 
turned under and converted into a growing 
field. A patch of some land was drained 
and lined. The farm woodlot was thinned 
out and the dead and down trunks were 
sawed into cordwood with the help of the 
tractor motor. The road leading from the 
farm to the public highway was drazeed 
and graded with an outfit made up of the 
tractor and home-made sertper, scarifier 
and drag and was afterward kept in con- 
dition by the same outfit. 

A silo found its way on the farm in due 
course, and the filling of this preservation 
jar for stock feed was performed with the 
handy tractor, operating the silage cutter 
and blower. Crop rotation plans were 
tried and the sofl studied to determine 
what it lacked. To better understand the 
theory of agriculture the son took a short 
course at the State Agricultural College 
and here he learned the value of seed se-

In this climate hotbeds are not needed ex- 
cept for sprouting sweet potato plants and 
the like. There occur but a half-dozen 
frosts, and these at night, in some districts 
in Southern California and at the most but 
a dozen frosty nights during the winter. If 
the tender vegétables are protected during 
the night and early morning during the 
period between January 1 and March 15, 
they may then be set out in the fleld with 
a good start. 

Set out to make your cold frame or seed 
box now, and plant the seed as soon as you 
like. Or you can get some berry boxes and 
start some of the vegetables. In the cold 
frame or seed box, the following may be 
set out: $Tomatoes, peppers, egg plants 
and okra, In the berry boxes you can start

Cut an ordinary soap box in two, and 
place another bottom on the top part sawed 
off, anil you have two excellent seed boxes. 
A layer of about one inch of decomposed 
granite soil or fine gravel should be placed

each box, being careful to see that each of 
the plants gets plenty of room, Plant the 
seed half an inch deep and they will soon 
appear it watered lightly. Protect from 
frosty nights, giving ventilation during the 
day and on March 15, if you plant them 
soon, they will be ready to »ct in the 
ground. Cut the bottom of the box out, 
being careful not to disturb the soil any 
more than you have to, and set box and 
all in the places designed for them. This 
is especially adapted for starting pole 
beans and hills of cucumbers in advanco of 
the season. Chayotes may be started in 
small boxes with at least four inches of 
soil, with small end up, and an inch out of 
the ground. Set the chayote in the soil at 
an angle to facilitate the sprout at the 
large end, which is downward. The chay- 
ote will not bloom and set fruit until late 
August, but the home gardener who starts 
one or two vines now will be assured of a 
greater growth and consequently more 
Cloudy day is better for the work, and that 
the ground must be well cultivated, as the 
plants start better under these conditions. 
Tf they are set out on a bright day, protec- 
tion by setting newspapers or paper caps 
over them should be given. Transplanting 
tenda to produce healthy, stocky plants 
and a well-developed root system. Some 
growers transplant twice before setting the 
plants in their permanent places. 

While the plants are growing tn the seed 
box, cold frame or berry boxes, the home 
gardener can plan his garden, lay it out on 
paper, fertilize and otherwise prepare it. 
Be sure and get good seed, of the varieties 
suited to yout section, and test the seed 
before sowing on a large scale. 

The mild climate of Southern California 
encourages the gardener to raise extra early 
vegetables, of the frost-tender kind, and the 
above devices will result in crops that will 
be appreciated.

In fact, the 
growers have been prepared to do battle 
for over a month. 

Thousands of old-fashioned or wornout 
smudge pots have been thrown into the dis- 
ecard this year, being replaced by new out- 
fits of the improved type. Many of the 
growers have fitted their old heaters with 
the new smokeless type of stack, thus con- 
forming to the Pomona city ordinance, 
which was passed following a heavy smudg- 
ing two years ago. The new ordinance 
makes it necessary for the growers in the 
city limits to use an improved type of heat- 
ter, instead of utilizing open oil cans, pans 
and other receptacles which were used 
prior to the passage of the ordinance. The 
old heaters resulted in creating a dense 
cloud of smoke which overhuns the city 
for hours during the day after smudging. 
Growers inside the city limits have con- 
formed to the city law, while growers out- 
side the city are in many instances still

There is still much diversity of opinion 
among growers regarding the value of 
smudging. It is estimated tTiat more than 
50 per cent of the groves in the valley are 
equipped for heating in some form. Grow- 
ers favorable to’ smudging say they base 
their claims upon the amount of fruit they 
are able to pass as first-class or sunkist 
fruit at the packing-houses in comparison 
with their neighbors who do not smudge 
and have similar crops upon the trees. On 
the other hand, those who do not smudge 
claim that, with the present high price of 
oil, they can afford to take a chance on the 
weather; that the smoke is injuriow to the 
trees, and that with a slopping of oil on the 
earth that is almost impossible to avoid to

There is determination to keep the fields 
of the Casa Grande and Salt River valleys 
and the Yuma districts free from weevil or 
boll worm, and the spread westward of 
both have served to make stricter the en- 
forcement of present regulations. 

A late plan is for the establishment of a 
coast long-staple market in Los Angeles or 
San Pedro, with a special cotton bonded 
warehouses.

A census which pill show the number 
and value of different items of farm oper- 
ating equipment manufactured in the Unit- 
ed States during 1920, the number sold in 
the United States, and the number sold for 
export, is being undertaken by Federal spe- 
cialists. Information will be collected from 
the manufacturers of farm implements, ve- 
hicles and other equipment. 


Since 1916, yearly reports have been 
compiled, showing the production and sale 
of tractors, on information supplied by 
manufacturers. In order to meet the con- 
tinued demand for similar figures regarding 
other machinery and equipment, it has 
been decided to collect information con- 
cerning the manufacture and sale of all the 
more important items. 


The use of-improved equipment by farm- 
ers in this country is necessary for the 
welfare of agriculture, and it has had 
much to do with the prosperity of Ameri- 
can farmers, as compared to those of other 
countries, say specialists of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. The importance of 
the farm implement and vehicle industry 
has long been recognized, but little infor- 
mation regarding its size as compared with 
other industries has been available. Such 
figures also wilf furnish a better basis for 
estimating the extent to which farmers are 
using machines and equipment, and the 
amount which they invest annually in 
equipment for their farms. 


HAS SWEET CLOVER SEED. 


Farm Adviser Hodgson of Los Angeles 
county announces that, through Director 


Bureau center, he hes been furnished with 
a small amount of seed of the new annual 
sweet clover, for which so much is claimed 
in the East. It is proposed to use this seed 
for experimental planting.

lection and the development of crops best 
suited to the soil and climate of the sec- 
tion. 

The old orchard, which had- been left to 
grow up like Topsy, was now taken in 
hand and the trees scientifically pruned, 
sprayed and grafted to the best varieties 
of fruit, with the result that the annual 
fruit crops added materially to the grow- 
ing bank account.

It is, therefore, good business on the 
part of the farmer to use them whenever 
time, labor and costs can be reduced. 
Though the gas engine, whether the sta- 
tionary type, tractor, truck or automobile, 


is a great labor saver when operated effi- 


ciently, it is also at times the cause of a 

labor waste. Often crews hired to 
help with thrashing, hay baling, cutting e7- 
silage, etc., draw full wages for hours spent 
in idleness owing to inefficient handling of 
the engine. Such lost time is to a great ex- 
tent preventable. Gas engines are not dif- 
ficult to operate, and delays from engine 
trouble are usually due to the operator's 
jack of knowledge of some of the details es- 
sential to proficient operation. 

KEEP ENGINES IN REPAIR. 


The first essential in gasoline engine op 


eration is to keep it in good repair, say the |* 


epecialists. All catalogues and directions 
furnished by the manufacturer should be 
studied carefully. Most manufacturers pub- 
lish instructions on the care and operation 
of the engines they manufacture, and in or- 
der to get the most satisfactory results 
from an engine the owner should study and 
put into practice these instructions. 
Everyone who operates a gas engine 
should learn first to stop and reason as to 


With all engines using spark plugs it is 
comparatively easy to ascertain whether the 
electrical or ignition system is working 
properly. Remove the plug, and by taking 
it apart, see if the porcelain is not broken. 
See that the points are properly spaced, and 
remove the deposit of carbon. A space of 
about one-thirty-second of an inch—the 
thickness’ of a worn dime—is the proper 
distance between the points. : 

To test the spark, connect the wire with 
the plug, and place the latter so that the 
metal base touches the engine casting, then 
crauk the engine and note whether a spark 
jumps the space between the points. This 
spark should be a heavy biue, a bluish- 


in the carburetor is closed or stopped with 
dirt and the gasoline cannot pass. If the 
engine has a petcock leading into the com- 
bustion chamber, by opening this and crank- 
ing the engine a few times one can tell by 
smelling the escaping air. whether gasoline 
is entering the chamber. If it is not, open 
the needle valve, first being careful to note 
the original position so that it will be possi- 
ble to adjust it. It is sometimes necessary 
to remove this valve in order to clan it 
properly. When the engine is running, the 
valve may be opened or closed slightly, in 
order to get the proper mixture of fuel and 
air with which the engine runs best.

show that alm@ist 8,000,000 pounds of fruit 
were shipped from the valley during the 
‘rear. ‘This from a district that ten ycers 
ago was known only as a big urain and gras 
? ing ranch. The figures show a total ship 
ment of 7,710,060 pounds aud of this amount 
nearly 7,000,000 pounds were apples. The 
figures were compiled by R. 1. Brooks hor 
ticultural inspector for the Yucaipa Vajiey. 
¥ This report includes the shipments of apples 
from the Oakglen district, Which is now 
made a part of the Yucaipa fruit-snipping 
district. There were apple “orchards ‘In 
Oakglen bearing heavily before those in'| 
Yucaipa were planted, but because that 
. district is limited in its size, it is added to 
the larger district. 

The fruit is the actual tonnage handied 
by the four big packing associations in the 
district and also by the individual growers. 
Mr. Brooks, in making his report, says that 
there was encughfruit bought on the tree, 
and carried away by people in automobiles, 
to bring the total well up over the 8,000,000 
pounds. The shipments of first-grade 
packed boxes of apples reached about 13°,- 
000 boxes and while this was not as large 
as was predicted it was a fair crop. The 
prices also made up to the grower for the 
lack of quantity. The following table pre- | 
pared by Mr. Brooks shows the shipments:

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CONTROL OF ALKALI 
BY SURFACE DRAINAGE. 


BY J. B. CORCORAN. 

There are a great many unsightly alkali 
spots along our highways that are entirely 
unnecessary. People coming from 4 local- 
ity where there is much rainfall notice 
that the topography of the Southwest is not 
so well provided with surface drainage as 
are the places of greater rainfall. Exten- 
sive rainfall in time will erode the surface 
so that all low places will run to the val- 
leys, then to brooks and creeks, and finally, 
to the ocean. It ig the places where our 

-hiehways intercept the natural drainage, 
causing pools to gather and later dry up 
and the poorly defined “broad draws” or 
washes that the writer has in mind in this 
discussion. ‘ 

One good, deep furrow in the lowest 
place in an undefined wash, a furrow deep 
enough to connect the low places and effect 
a good run off, will in about two years, 
with the average rainfall we have here, re- 
duce the aréa of alkali enormously. One 
would be surprised to see how little water 
from rains ever penetrates the soil where 
it is crushed over or white with alkali. 
With the first bit of rain, this alkali runs 
together and forms a film that keeps the 
rain out. Much of the alkali goes into 
solution. and’ if a run off ig provided the 
rains of one season will make a decided 
change in the appearance Of the spot. A 
deep plow furrow will also break a deeper 
practically impervious crust and let the al- 
kali down and with the collected water in 
the furrow, it will take much of it down 
several feet where it is much less injurious 
to plant growth as well as much less wn-

One Word at a Time. 


N A recent poem which John Masefield has written 
in a “We who are about to die, salute you,” vein, he 
discusses the question of individual immortality, not 
as a mere abstraction, but as something in which he 
has an immediate personal interest. 

He finds hope only in the cosmic law of constant and 
universal change, arguing that in obedience to this law 
“Death will change because it must.” 

The evolutionist proper bases his belief in continued 

existence upon the first law of motion, which says that 
“action and reaction. are always equal and in opposite 
directions.” If man, so carefully built up by nature 
from lower forms of psychic as well as physical life 
through generations without number, should be hastily 
and permanently plunged downward into the lowest 
form of matter, this law of motion would be contra- 
vened. 
‘The ancient oriental philosophy as set forth by the 
late Prof. Paul Deussen, who knew it infinitely better 
than any other European ever did, finds individual 
immortality in “samsara” or the reincarnation of the 
human soul in a series of bodies. Deussen-says that 
we live in this way as long as we will to live, and he 
urges upon man the “renunciation of willing,” so that 
he may rid himself of the cares and troubles of earth- 
life and “return to the bosom of God.” 

The philosophical Christian bases his belief In human 
immortality upon the resurrection of Jesus, “a fact,” 
says Inge, “as well attested as any fact in that period 
of the world’s history can be.” : 

Emerson alone so thoroughly trusted in “the soul of 
good at the heart of the universe,” that he was willing 
to leave the question of individual immortality un- 
Dlumbed. “It is not my duty to prove to myself the

_Adam should not possess Emerson's spirit of utter trust, 
as we could then cease to trouble ourselves about man’s 
ultimate destiny. 


I think it was Whichcote who prayed: “Every hour 
we live give us living grace, that we may be about our 
work in the world. ut in the hour of death, with our 
earthly tasks finished, then give us dying grace.” This 
is, of course, equivalent to Thoreau'’s “One world at a 
time,” which is sound Stoic doctrine at all events. 


. ° Are Cities Too Large. 
ROPOS of an address recently delivered here by 
a leading citizen recommending things to be done 
in order to stimulate a speedier growth of our city, 
the question arises as to whether an abnormally 
stimulated growth is desirable, or likely to be per- 
manently profitable. 


The New York reviews are at present flatly declar- 
ing that their city is so large as to be practically un- 
manageable. On the first of last October 75,000 
families moved or attempted to move 150,000 loads of 
household goods through the public streets. And even 
then landlords had a lot of unwanted tenants left on 
their hands, for 125 eviction notices were served. It 
is also reported that there is an unprecedented and 
alarming amount of illnéss,- due to the city’s over- 
growth. 

_ fs a scientific authority justly remarks: 
of greatest efficiency is reached when the disadvantages 
of size counterbalance the advantages. The unit of 
greatest efficiency is exceeded when the disadvantages 
of size outweigh the advantages.” Let us, therefore, 
guard against mortgaging our future by taxing our- 
selves outrageously in order to furnish facilities for the 


encouragement of artificially stimulated population. A 


dozen California cities of manageable size are to be 
preferred to one monstrous, sprawling, over-grown, 
soulless metropolis, wherein people exist rather than 
really live.

VER journeying westward in search 

of adventure, the young manhood of 

the world has at last found that 

there is but one pieneer land now 
left in the world, and that is Siberia, There 
the adventurers will not find the languor- 
ous romance of southern climes, but the 
stern hardness of impenetrable forests, 
deep mineral deposits, wide and deep 
rivers, and, stalking him, the fiercest tigers 
in the world, the biggest bears, the most 
cunning and rd@vening wolves, and with it 
all the roughest climate in the world, for on 
the Siberian steppes are generated the 
terrific winds whose icy blasts sweep down 
on Viadivostok in winter as blizzards last- 
ing weeks. In summer these winds cause 
the dreaded typhoons of the Pacific,, No 
warming Japanese current touches the Si- 
berian coast, for it is cut off by the Japa- 
nese islands. 

Several books that have had a wide circu- 
lation in the United States have told the 
stories of penal colonies of Russians on the 
taland of Sagalen (old-fashioned spelling, 
Sakhalien.) . Everyone knows, too, of the 
bitterness of the Japanese with the award 
to them of half of this island after the Rus- 

- gian-Japanese war, sixteen years ago. 

But Sagalen has been newly discovered, 
it might be said, for at this moment En- 
glish, French and American diplomacy is 
doing much whispering concerning this do- 
main. Particularly” is it interesting to us 
since the granting to a group of Los Ange- 
Jes men of vast concessions in Siberia 
through the- efforts.of Washington B. Van- 
derlip, who has just returned here from a 
stay of some length in Soviet Russia. 

Sagalen is very close to the mainland of 
Siberia, lying in the Sea of Japan, its 
northern end near the mouth of the Amur. 
It‘is 600 miles long, from sixteen to 195 
broad and in 1900 had a population of 32, 
Russians and perhaps as many Chinese, Ko- 
reans and Japanese. In the summer the 
rainfall is about twelve inches. The win- 
ters are as bitter as those of the mainland. 


In Addition to Big Came There 
Ils a Wealth of Minerals. 


ERE are the tigers and bears and wild 
boars and reindeer and sables of the 
mainiand. The forests are dense and of the 
finest timber. There is coal, naphtha and 
other minerals too numerous to mention, as 
‘well as rich oil deposits that the Japanese 
are now claiming are quite inaccessible. 
The only rea] industry of the island besides 
the fur is the fishing. There were many 
herring fisheries. Alluvial gold is plentiful. 
From this island and the Amur region 
Japanese last summer had 500 ships run- 
ning back and forth, carrying men and 
wilitary supplies there and taking back to 
Japan the loot from Siberia. 


The Japanese Took Sagalen 
Under Guise of Reprisal. 


HROUGH a treacherous attack by Japa- 
nese at Nikolaievsk, the important city 
at the mouth of the 3000-mile long Amur 
River, several hundred were killed in an 
open fight. This the Japanese military 
party at once proclaimed a “massacre” and 
infamed the population of Japan to desire 
for reprisal. As part of the reprisal they 
took Sagalen, the northern half; they al- 
ready had the southern half, having been 
awarded it after the Russian-Japanese War. 
On July 14 the Japanese military com- 
mand in Alexandrovsk, the chief city of 
Sagalen, proclaimed: “Beginning July 25, 
Japan commences a military administra- 
tion over the whole of Russian Sagalen. In 
view of this all Russian government offices 
are hereby ordered to hand over their busi- 
ness, algo premises, by that date.” 

Gen. Sodsi was appointed chief of “the 
mew Japanese colony.” It was this general 
who previously was chief in Korea and re- 
eponsible for the cruelties practiced there. 

The story may be further told by ex- 
tracts from oriental newspapers: 

“Viadivostok, July 20.—The newly-elected 
five Sagalen Deputies to the National As- 
sembly have been forbidden by the Japa- 
mese te proceed to Viadivostok. Two of 
them they arrested.” 

“Viadivostok, August 6.—A branch of 
Chosen Bank of Japan will soon be opened 
@t Alexandrovsk on Sagalen. More than 
$000 employees have been sent there. Dif- 
ferent kinds of Japanese enterprises will be 
started there on a large scale.” 
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“Tokio, August 7~—A special telegram 
from Otaru reports that the seventy-one 
miles of military road which connects the 
southern part of Sagalen with Alexandrovsk 
will be repaired. The work will be com- 
pleted before winter sets in, a party of the 
survey corps having already left for their 
destination. The total expense involved in 
the work is estimated at 3,500,000 yen, and 
the average number of workmen engaged 
at 6000 daily.” (Quite an invasion!) 

“Viadivostok, August 11.—Regarding the 
sending of supplies and foodstuffs to the 
Russian inhabitants of Sagalen, the Viadi- 
vostok provisional government has askod 
the Japanese authorities whether they are 
going to supply them. If not, the provision-

“The Japanese officer, on being ques- 
tioned, could give no definite answer and 
said that information might be obtained 
from the officer on duty at the harbor. 
When they reached the harbor they were 
told that it had been forbidden for any gov:

laievsk. While waiting for permission from 
there they were ordered to remain on board 
ship.

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“THERE are many gardens in our 
towg, small plots that are a riot of 

color, magnificent formal estates, a 

park of famous sunken gardens con- 
taining many acres laid out along unique 
Old World lines; the dear home gardens 
not too large nor too small, others of in- 
finite variety which this semitropical coun- 
try makes possible—but one of the most un- 
usual was one hidden in the heart of the 
city, the Japanese Tea Garden, which I call 
the Dream Garden, because, like a pleasant 
dream, it was beautiful and satisfying 
while it lasted but has completely vanished. 
Togo says it was started fifteen years 
ago, therefore, some time during the year 
1905 Japanese gardeners and carpenters 
took their tools to a bare, dreary plot of 
ground and commenced work. We who en- 
joyed the finished product several years

afterward, can hardly realize the months of 
patient labor needed to conquer the hard- 
baked soil. Much time was spent digzing 
trenches for the fence around the lot, then 
landscaping, planting and 
irrigating; the work could not be hurried, 


- skill and time were necessary to transplant 


large shrubs and trees. Between one and a 
half and two years passed before visitors 
were admitted to the finished garden, a tiny 
corner of old Japan. 


A Bit of the Mysterious Orient 
Here in Our Midst. 


K high guardian fence, a curious struc- 

ture of dark, weather-beaten red and 
black boards topped by eaves, rose from 
the pavement of two intersecting streets. 
The gate suggested the éntrance to a tem- 
ple, a deep-toned gong called the attendant, 
a Japanese, who opened the sliding door 
and greeted visitors with a smile of wel- 
come; entering this garden you left 


America outside and were admitted into 


the Kingdom of Flowers. 

The garden was said to be accurately 
copied from those of Japan, every plant and 
tree being imported from the Orient. The 
marvelous part of it was that a small piece 
of ground, a bit over an acre, could be so 
cunningly jaid out and planted to trick the 
eye into believing it to be an expanse ten 
times ag large. 

It was laid out in tiny hills and valleys 
of fine green turf, diminutive paths wan- 
dered at random, steps of a size suitable 
for a doll’s house scaled grassy cliffs eight 
or ten feet high. A wee pond of irregular 
shape was thickly populated with goldfish 
that darted about among the lily pads, a 
stone bridge (one flat boulder) connected 
the mainland and an island, a real island 
where tall bamboo flourished, the symbol of 
Yongevity to the oriental, ‘and two little 
wooden bridges arched over narrow places 
in the pond, 

‘There were many varieties of fir tree in 
this garden, the tree which stands for hap- 
piness, a f me bit-of philosophy since the fir 
is evergreen. Many specimens here were 
dwarf, ‘there were pines, junipers, thuyas, 
larches and willows.. One unusual little 
tree grew hardly more than twelve inches 
tall, the long branches trailing gracefully 
upon the ground. Another, barely three 
feet in height, slightly bent, had downward 
sweeping courtesying branches that brought 
fo mind the dancers when they told you its 
name was the Geisha Girl; and it might be 
added that these things were very, very

rarely told, thousands have passed through 
these gardens without guessing at the com- 
plex meaning every flower, tree, lantern and 
stone had, and I counted it a red-letter 
day to be with one who could make the 
sphinx speak. 


This Garden Was Arranged With 
Mathishatical _Exactitads. 


Japanese have a sense of proportion 
developed to a degree, every gar- 
den conforms to invincible laws, they lay 
out large estates with every line true, every 
stone single or in groups, every lantern, 
each and every tree and shrub according to 
law and legend—and then carry out this 
perfect proportion and legend directed ar- 
rangement down through every scale of gar- 
den, acre lot, back-yard strip to the wonder- 
ful dish gardens, complete landscapes 
formed on platters, eight inches by twelve 
inches or twelve:inches by eighteen inches! 
Through the agency of different-colored 
sand, earth and moss they contain hills, 
streams, winding roads, cleverly imitated 
mountain torrents, temples and tea gardens, 
wee trees and tiny people, faultless to. the 
last infinitesimal detail. | 

The dwarf specimens here in the Dream 
Garden brought to mind tales of their great 
skill in dwarfing, fancy a little plant grow- 
ing im an egg shell which sometimes has a 
thin coating of shellac applied, and as tiny 
roots push through the porous shell they are 
pruned off. Years and years are given pa- 
tiently to achieve some miniature. There is 
a story of a weeping willow, a tree with 
main trunk and drooping limbs and leaf, 
age without flaw and six full inches in 
height. 

ogo says that in Japan the people have 
flower festivals at different seasons when 
certain trees are in bloom, all classes make 
excursions to orchards and gardens to en- 
joy the wonderful exhiftion of nature, 
flower-viewing parties, they are called. One 
of the oldest festivals is the one at the 
time when the plum trees bloom, it is the 
lowering plum, prunus mume. There are 
several varieties and the Japanese name is 
ume; many little girls in Japan are named 
Ume, meaning purity and sweetness. 

The plum blossom feast is more sedate 
than other flower trips, families journey 
some distance if necessary to see the trees 
during their short blooming time,, and eat- 
ing and tea-drinking take place during the 


hours they spend in orchard or garden. life. 


Legend says that about 800 years ago a 


noted Japanese soldier was victorious in 
every battle when he carried a branch of 
plum blossom as his mascot, so he probably 
was astute enough to plan his big campaigns 
for the early spring season. The poets 
write verses to the plum tree and the night- 
ingales, many families have a pot of the 
dwarf plum in the house and if it blooms 
for New Year's there is great rejoicing. A 
Japanese proverb says, “the hearts of the 
plum trees are 1000 years old and yet young 
as the hopes of Japan.” 


Fragrant Colorful Blossoms of 
the Peach Everywhere.

sidered of far less importance 
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other flowering trees. The flower festival 
at peach-blooming time is especially the 
children’s holiday, then sprays of peach 
decorate the rooms, youngsters in gay 
kimonos visit each other and serve tea and 
cakes like their mothers; they also bring 
out their dolls to help celebrate and in the 
upper classes these dolls are very gor- 
geously dressed, too. 

Every child in Japan, probably, knows the 
story of the poor old peasant man and wite, 
who, returning from their work along the 
river bank one day, saw a large peach float- 
ing down stream, they took it home in great 
delight and when it was opened a tiny boy 
hopped out of the pit. The story stops 
there but I like to go on with it, believing 
the fairy lived with the poor old peasants 
and brought them all kinds of good luck, 
as a matter of fact, no one can prove to 
me he didn’t! 

For more than a thousand years, genera- 
tion after generation of families and 
groups of friends have gone to the gardens 
and orchards quietly and deeply enjoying 
the trees in their blossom beauty, drank 
a social cup of tea at the temporary stall, 
then returned home to carry a bit of 
flower philosophy into the work and play 
of life. 

So much has been written aoout the 
cherry blossoms of Japan, that everyone 
expected to see them in our Dream Garden; 
in the spring, they, with the flowering 
plum and flowering peach were a mass of 
pink, white and red bloom, 

In the garden were two or three varie- 
ties of maple tree and one very odd and 
beautiful specimen was not quite efour feet 
high, and level as a table, pruned to that 
shape, of course, yet it really was not stiff- 
looking and the foliage, green tinged with 
red, remained on all the year; it has a long 
Japanese name that freely translated means 
beach maple. 


Pine, Plum and Bamboo a 
Favorite Group. 


FAVORITE group with Japanese peo- 

ple consists of pine, plum and bamboo, 
many visitors to the garden saw these three 
together and only saw—some shrubs—but 
the combination has a definite meaning in 
Japan, they grow before the entrance, or 
if not, at ‘New Year's, branches of the tree 
are tied together at the gate and express 
the wish for a happy and prosperous long 


A tedwood tree with its branches start- 


ing several feet above ground, symmetrical 
and beautiful, caused us to say, “Oh, one 
of our California trees?” “No,” answered 
Togo, “he came from Japan, too.” The 
bamboo has been mentioned, and near the 
house was a smal] but rank-growing jungle 
of the edible bamboo and in the spring, the 
mat of dead leaves, several inches deep, was 
brushed away and the new shoots springing 
up were picked for food. The aspidistra 
(baran,) that we love to have in pots, was 
growing in the ground; the white pine 
flourished here and there, 
was pruned into 
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arm, and the beautiful, flat,. 
leaves in bushy arrangement, giving an out- 
line somewhat like the Torrey pines that 
grow by the sea.

On a little rise of ground, or beside a 
path, was placed a toro, lantern, fashioned 
of roughly hewn stone in odd shape, some 
pagoda type, about four feet high, others 


shorter and very broad, Togo called our — 


attention to a low, broad iron affair which 
he said was the “storm lantern.” Medium- 
sized boulders were dropped about in ap- 
parently careless manner, under a tree or 
beside a little flowering shrub, two or three 
or a solitary one, yet each had a definite 
meaning. There are hundreds of different 
groupings for stones as well as flowers, cer- 
tain shaped stones are desired and absolute 
law for their placing which no Caucasian 
can master, this correct stone grouping can 
be achieved only by a Japanese. Many occi- 
dentals attempt a true Japanese garden, but 
the secret garden lore of the oriental is a 
sealed book to those not born of that race. 


This Formal Garden was a Thing 
of Exquisite Beauty. 


VERY garden demands thiee stones, the 
English equivalent for them being the 
Guardian Stone, the Stone of Worship and 
the Stone of the Two Dieties. They were in 
our Dream Garden, and near a clump of 
grasses rested a stone of unusual shape, 


tone!” 

Following one path we came to a grotto 
built of rocks cunningly placed in confusion 
as though nature had dropped then. there, 
heavy stones overhanging without a parti- 
cle of cement to hold them, crowned ty 


tall bamboo plants, and from the cavern — 


wandered a thread of water, which fell in 
fairy cascades to the forest of bright green 
beneath and crept slowly and un- 
steadily down the slope to the pond. This 
charming spot was flanked by the group of 
boulders which mean the Cascade Stones to 
the Japanese, Near the waterfall was 
slab of dark gray stone bearing the figure 
of one of their gods raised in relief. It had 
been patiently hewn out by hand more 
than 350 years ago. 
* Turning the leaves of my note-book, there 
is an item about a brood of chickens that 
foraged in this garden, bantams from Nip- 
pon. There was one strange pair with the 
feathers pointing toward the heai, instead 
of tailward, and one beautiful little cock 
whose feathers were snow-white and with 
a@ superb tail trailing along the ground for 
at least one foot. A small wooden figure 
of a rooster surmounted the palm-thatched 


roof of a summer-house situated on a high 


point above the pond.

BSIDES the arbors and two summer- 

houses there wus the main house on an 
elevation, at the rear of the Garden, an ex- 
act copy of a Japanese dwelling, even the 
ceilings were clever :mitations of worn- 
eaten wood, no nails were used, beams and 
joists held with wooden pegs; the thin, 
sliding walis of so-called “rice” paper really 
were made from mulberry pulp, some of 
these wallg were decorated; above one of 
the doors was a frieze of wood carving; 
straw mats covered the floor and there was 
no furniture, 

In the large living-room one ertered first 
was an alcove and Togo explained that 
here were placed flowers or tree branches 
arranged according to flower law and 
legend, representing man, mountain (I sup-

In April, 1919, there was an outbreak of 
scurvy in the children’s clinic of Vienna 
University, forty out of sixty-four inmates 
being affected. Harriette Clieck and Elsie 
J. Dalyell, in a report to the Medical Re- 
search Council, London, state that the diet 
of the children was correct, both in quan- 
tity and in quality; and they attribute the 
outbreak entirely to the over-cooking of 
the vegetables. They say in their report, 
as printed in the British Medical Journal 
(London: ) 


“In Vienna the usual method of prepar- 
ing vegetables involves two separate cook- 
Ing processes. They are first boiled till 
soft, and afterward cooked again before 
serving, in a mixture made from flour and 
fat. This double cooking involves a two- 
fold destruction of antiscorbutic vitamin. 
Similar methods of cooking vegetables have 
been employed in the kitchen of the Kin- 
derklinik. Even potatoes are frequently 
cooked twice—first boiled or cooked in 
stedm at 100 degrees C., then sliced and 
cooked again with fried fat and onions. In 
the making of soups, the root vegetables, 
tomatoes, green vegetables, etc. are sub- 
jected to a temperature of 90 deg. to 100 
deg. C. for as long as three to four hours, 
fag a general rule. 

“Following such methods of cooking, the 
loss of antiscorbutic value must be very 
extensive, if not almost complete. It is 
probable, therefore, that during the period 
(September, 1918, to February, 1919,) when 
an adequate amount of fresh vegetables was 
provided, the diet nevertheless was a 
scurvy-producing one, due to loss of anti- 
scorbutic vitamin during the cooking. The 
conditions as regards scurvy were apparent- 
ly less satisfactory in hospitals than among 
the general population. Among the latter 
there was certainly no general outbreak of 


* geurvy, and the children who had been but

a short time in hospital were less disposed 
to develop the disease when the acute 


" shortage of antiscorbutic came than those 


who had been in longer. The presumption 
is that during the six months or so preced- 
ing the outbreak the general population 
were getting more antiscorbutic than these 
hospital patients.” 

That is to say, in the hospitals the chil- 
dren had less chance than on the streets. 

What these children need is the un- 
changed mineral elements of food, as found 

especially in raw _green stuff. A head of 
lettuce daily, added to their ordinary food, 
would make their cheeks rosy. 

Those who contribute to the support of 
these children should insist that they get 


proper nourishment.

They 
are being told so much about the danger of 
cancer and insanity at this period that the

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The menopause or “change of jife” is 


this period, if a woman lives right. All com- 
plications that occur are due entirely to 
ignoring the laws of health. 

In his book “Race Regeneration Through 
Woman,” Dr. James Hegyessy writes: 

“There is no such ailment as ‘change of 
life’ amogg the primitive races, nor among 
the peasantry of the old centuries. The 
condition passes unnoticed. What, then, is 
the cause of this profound disturbance that 
makes so many women suffer at this time 
of life? 

“It is this: When the system becomes 
overloaded with morbid matter, that the or- 
gans of elimination do not carry off in 
proper time, part of that eliminating process 
is served by the menstrual organs, in order 
to help nature cleanse the body. When this 
has been carried on for some time the or- 
ganism relies upon the help it received from 
the menstruating organs, which in turn tend 
to break down from the overwork.

In the air you breathe, say 
physicians, in the food you eat, on the 
street car straps you cling to, on the shop 
counter you touch, on the money you handle, 
on the chair you sit in, there are likely to be 
disease germs of many kinds, some of them 
deadly—if they ‘take.’ 

“The blessed thing about it is that these 
enemies have frouble getting a toe-hold in 
the system of a normally healthy person. 
There was this much in the old theory that 
babies could ‘thrive on dirt.’ Though the 
dirt was full of dangerous germs, the babies 
were able to resist because they were get- 
ting the fundamentals of a healthful life— 
fresh air, sunshine, etc. Grown people can 
do the same, and thus laugh at the varied 
family of cold-germs and all other forms of 
‘dirt.’ ” 

To this it should be added that germs are 
not a cause, but an effect of disease. They 
are beneficial scavengers, removing filth. 
that has accumulated through eating more 
than the body can use. 

“Colds” are fevers—a natural house clean- 
ing process that should not be suppressed 
but encouraged.

So they created 
the god of the sun, and galled him Ra- 
Harachte. In one of the earliest cities, built 
on the east side of the Nile, and a little 
to the north of modern Cairo, they erected 
his first temple. The city was called On, 
later named by the Greeks Heliopolis, the 
City of the Sun. Here the Egyptians estab- 
lished the priesthood of Ra, a sect that be- 
came famous for its knowledge of the oc- 
cult sciences, the practice of magic, and 
the laws of medicine and astrology. It was 
with them the youthful Moses was brought 
up, and it was by the art he had mustered 
in the priesthood of On, that enabled him 
later to put into practice his magic before 


. Pharaoh, which finally led to the liberation 


of the Israelites. 

As the centuries rolled by, other gods 
were evolved, and the vague idea of one 
supreme invisible God impressed itself 
upon the people. This God was represented 
at. Thebes, a hundred miles to the south of 
On, and which had become the capital of 
Egypt, by the great god Ammon. But he 
also bore the title of Ammon-Ra, to link 
his worship with the older relizion. His 


temple at Karnak was the most stupen- 


dous group of buildings the world has ever 


geen, and their ruins today are the marvel 
of the universe. 


Sun Held Equal Place With Graven 
Image in People’s Worship. 


UT not only did the people worship the 
graven image of Ra in his temple, 
but they rendered their adoration of his 
person to the orb itself. Especially this 
was so when he rose in the morning over 
the rim of the Arabian Desert. It was then 
that they chanted his praise and asked his 
blessings on the crops sown in the Nile 
mud when the flood had subdued. And 
again at his setting in a wondrous blaze of 
colored glory over the edge of jhe Lybian 
Desert, they chanted the hymn of Ra, the 
words of which have been preserved for us 
on ancient papyrus. In beautiful and mys- 
tic words they rendered thanks for the 
biessings of the day, and for the manifold 
benefits bestowed by the sun on the Valley 
of the Nile. 


When he had vanished behind the far 


horizon, lost ig the vast void of the Sahara, 
leaving the land of Egypt bathed in that in- 
effable afterglow of violet and rose, the like 


-of which is only to be found in Egypt, the 


people believed he entered the dark under- 
world, the dread place to which they all 
must travel when death overtook them at 
the last. 

Briefly, their belief in the after-life was 
thus. They thought that the human body 
consisted of seven component parts or 
divine essences, of which the two most im- 
portant were the Ba, or soul, and the Ka, 
or double. The soul, the moment it left the 
body, followed the sun to the edge of the 
underworld, Here it entered the sacred 
boat of Osiris. Osiris was one of the prin- 
cipal gods, whose symbol was also the sun. 
He was the head of the Egyptian trinity, 
Osiris; his wife, Isis, the Divine Mother, 
and their son, Horus. The soul Was ac- 
companied in the boat by several of the 
gods as his guides. The boat sailed on the 
‘Sacred Sea, passing through the twelve 
doors of the night. Each was guarded by a

terrible serpent who demanded the pass- 
wotd. In these the soul had been carefully 
instructed by the .priests whilst still on 
tarth, and their formulae were embodied in 
the famous book of the dead, which has 
come down to us intact after 5000 years. 


Heart of Man Weighed in Golden 
Scales Against the Feather of Truth. 


EN the soul had successfully passed 
all the doors, he at last faced his 
divine judge, Osiris, In golden scaies his 
heart was weighed against the feather of 
truth, whilst the god Thoth, acting as the 
recording angel, recounted the acts of the 
deceased, If these were satisfactory, then 
the soul passed into everlasting bliss and 
never again returned to earth, but if it was 
found wanting, then was it utterly de- 
stroyed and cast into perdition. . 
The Ka, or the double, perhaps best ex- 
plained by individuality, remained on earth, 
always near the body. It was necessary that

Fin- 
ally the tombs Were hidden away in the 
desert and ‘sealed against the fear of being 
rified of their treasure by thieves, These 
vast cemeteries are all on the west side of 
the Nile, high in the cliffs of the desert, safe 
from the danger of being destroyed by the 
floods of the river. And the bodies were 
always placed towards the setting sun, s0 
that they faced the daily glorification of 
Osiris. 

These-tombs took the form of pyramids, 


it should be given food, drink- and affec- 
tion, and it was the duty of the descend- 
ants to see that this was carried out, oth- 
erwise the Ka became very unhappy at 
such moral starvation. In order to make 
quite sure that such a catastrophy should 
not happen in the course of time, all the 
material requirements of the Ka were en- 
graved on the walls of the tombs, where the 
colored offerings of meat, fruit, bread and 
wine, can be seen today. By the incarna- 
tion of certain secret charms, the Ka could 
be materialized, but the doing 80 Was at- 
tended by great danger if improperly used. 
The Ka was supposed to periodically visit 
the body, and, on the last day of the world, 
when all the dead would rise it was its duty 
to collect the parts of the body and to re- 
incarnate it, so that it might rejoin its 
body in the paradise. of Osiris. 

Thus we come to the direct reason for 


ae the care with which the Egyptians mummi- 


fied their dead. First all the organs were 


bcs & very carefully removed. These were placed 


in the four canopic jars that stood at the 
fouf corners of the sarcophagus. The blood 
was then removed from the veins, which 
were filled with preservatives, and the body 
was prepared for 
preparation of bitumen. When it was 
ready it was bound up in interminable 
lengths of linen soaked in preservatives.

to replace the removed organs and the 
seven component parts which had fled.

great and small, for the housing of dead 
Pharaohs and the members of their fam- 
fly. In mastabas, tombs of lesser size, 
oblong in shape and built of solid blocks of 
granite, were laid to rest the wealthy citi- 
zens, the government officials and the 
priests of Egypt. In graves-in the sand, 
with but little attempt at embalming, were 
buried the folk of the poorer classes, who, 
it would appear, had but a smal] ¢hance of 
the life immortal in the hereafter. On 
Great obelisks of polished granite were 
graven, in hieroglyphics of gold, the names 
and titles of the dead. And all about the 
pyramids of Giza, one can today wander in 
this vast cemetery of 5000 years ago. Over 
their doorways one sees the’ graven sym- 
bol of the Winged Disc of the Sun, the orb 
of the life-giving God, the twin Asps of the 
domination of Man and the wings of the 
overshadowing presence of Providence. 

And in these modern days, how much of 
the religion and beliefs of the ancient 
Egyptians still remains with us?

The pinon pine is-a small tree, seldom 
more than thirty or forty feet in height, 
often not exceeding fifteen or twenty. It 
fs light of foliage, and whether it occurs 
singly, or in solid array along the moun 
tain side, it blends wonderfully well with 
the surrounding sea of chaparral.

\fo' Teach the Young Idea Not to Shoot 


Wew York, World. 
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which wé are fortunate to possess, it - 


seems & shame that the study of our wild 
‘flowers does not assume broader propor- 
tions. Such a study brings one into closer 
contact with what is really worth while; 
with nature as she is, and with the eleva- 
tion of spiritual and moral ideas which she 
inculeates into the souls of those who com- 
mune with her. Believing that there are 
many who would take a wholesouléed de- 
light in the study of botany, if that exceed- 
ingly interesting science could but be in- 
troduced to them, I am going to offer an in- 
troduction to them in the shape of a paper 
written by a noted botanist of some years 
ago, in the hopes that at least a few may 
be converted to that fascinating study—our 
wild flowers. 


No featere of our school system in the 

present day is more noticeable than _the 
‘tendency to introduce the various sciences 
among all grades of scholars. This has be- 
come destrable from the drift of public sen- 
timent, and possibly from the fact that the 
teaching of scientific subjects has been 
greatly simplified. . 

Writers of scientific text books vie with 
each other today to attain the greatest 
clearness and simplicity. This tendency 
-has made it possible to bring scientific sub- 
jects within the reach of the various grades 
below the high school; and botany is being 
thus introduced, so that when the grammar 
school scholars come up to the high school 
they will be more or jess in possession of 
those habits of carefulness and observation, 
and that technical skill which the right 
study of botany inculcates. 

This idea is a good one but must be con- 
ducted with much caution. And now, 
wherein lies the danger? It lies, principal- 
ly, in not bringing the child into contact 
with the things themselves; in making the 
lesson a memory-exercise from a number 
of figures on the blackboard or in the book 
instead of giving the pupils the objects 
themselves and letting them make their 
own figures. 

Second, in not guiding the pupils in their 
observations and leading them to form de- 
ductions, which will encourage them to new 
observations and independent study. 

What is botany? An acquaintance with 
vegetable forms. How shall we teach it? 
With the forms themselves. 

This is the secret. This is the difference 
between the old method and the new, and 
in no science is material for study~ more 
close at hand. Every vacant lot, every 
pasture, roadside and lane will furnish the 
means with which we can conduct the 
study. 

But before proceeding further, let us get 
a clear idea as to the objects to be at- 
tained in the pursuit of this particular 
science. The value of the sciences in gen- 
eral as disciplinary studies or means to cul- 
ture is different from that of the languages 
or history; and it is quite as true that the 
various sciences themselves differ both in 
value to the student and motive for which 
they are studied. Thus we study geometry 
to train the reasoning powers; book-keep 
ing to develop order and neatness; as- 
tronomy to broaden the mind and to lift us 


- above and out of the domain of petty human 


affairs by a contemplation of the earth and 
heavenly bodies, and the laws by which they 
are governed. | 
Why do we study botany, and if we teach 
it, in what ways may be expect the children 
to benefit thereby? Teachers of botany do 
net agree in answering this question, but I 
should answer by naming the following 
objects which I always have in mind when 
teaching botany: 

(1.). To cultivate the observation, Put 
the material into the pupils’ hands and 
make them do the seeing. Do not depend 
so much on calling their attention to this 
or that as to making them see it for them- 
selves. If this plan is followed, the pupils’ 
observations will multiply. They will be 
gin to see things they had never noticed 
before, and will come, out of school hours, 
with requests to explain very curious things 
‘they bave seen. This must be encouraged. 
(2.) To develop aceuracy and careful 
ness. This may be accomplished in several 
ways. It is a good plan to begin by having 
the pupils draw some object, preferably a 
leaf with stipules or expanded perioles, or 
some other peculiarity which they may over 
look. Then have them criticise their own 
figures and try it again. Or, if it is in an- 
alysis and a mistake is made, allow them to 
pass over it, and when they find they are 
on a blind road jet them find their way 
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caution careleasly 
skipping along in that manner. I never let 
a sign of carelessness pass without making 
it a source of trouble to the doer. 

An occasional drawing lesson is an excel- 
lent thing. It may have no great value in 
itself, but it makes one notice details and 
see things as they are. It is directly in line 
with what is commonly known as object 
lesson work. 


_ (3). To develop reasoning power. This 
may be brought in as occasion offers, by 
calling attention to certain obvious peculiari- 
ties that various well known plants have, and 
calling for explanations that any one may 
have concerning them. For instance, why 
is it that the most showy wild flowers rare- 
ly have odor, and the most fragrant ones 
are least endowed with color? Why have 
the pines and their allies no colored flow- 
ers? Why do many flowers have a drop of 
honey? If some one answers: it is for the 
insects; the teachér may ask: Why, then, 
isn’t it placed near the outside where the 
insect could most easily get at it? Why do 
showy flowers seldom grow in shady places? 
Why do we seldom find succulent plants in 
dry sandy soil? Why are y seeds pro- 
vided with hooks, like the cocklebur? wy 
are thistle seeds provided with downy 
terial, by means of which they sail about? 
Why has the cherry a rich, juicy pulp? Are 
all these facts accidental, or are they all 
reasonable? Questions like these and sim- 
Ple ones of the same nature can be multi- 
plied by the score and will make the pupils 
observe more closely and to a purpose. 
Imbue them with the great thought that 
everything has a reason. There are no ac- 
cidents in nature. There is never an effect 
without an antecedent cause. This lesson, 
once learned, will be of inestimable value 
all through life for it applies to all practical 
pursuits in everyday life in which men en- 
gage. 

(4.) To iImstill a love of nature. The 
only way to become acquainted with nature 
is to study natural objects. If you would 


“educate and strengthen the more delicate 


sensibilities of the children, if you would 
increase their appreciation of what is beau- 
tiful and ideal, present to them the beautiful 
things in nature. Those things which are 
ideal, artistc, poetical, if you please, and 
you cannot fail of attaining your result. And 
what objects are more beautiful than flow- 
ers? If you do not impress upon the chil- 
dren the beauty of the objects that they 
study, as they study them, yeu are feeding 
them upon the husks instead of the kernel. 
They are being nourished upon the corpse 
of botany, and are taking in none of its 
fresh, breathing life. 

Let us have an end to such teaching. 
There has been too much of it in the past, 
as some of us can bear witness. Make 
botany a real live subject; which, while it 
educates and develops the child, will at the 
same tine delight him. Let us take nature 
as our teacher rather than the text books. 

I would strongly advise using no text book 
for three reasons: First, as much as the 
text book is used so much less will the liv- 
ing plants themselves be used. Second, the 
text book is liable to be abused by the 
teacher who will give lessons out of it, and 
spend time in recitation hearing them re 
cited, rather than give the time to a study 
of the plants themselves. Third, books are 
dry and devoid of interest, compared with 
the fresh material and hence should be sub- 
stituted for it only when necessary. 

With the bounteous supply of material 
afforded us by our hills and valleys, it 
seems that everyone should make himself 
a nature student and raise himself to a 
higher plane made possible by a better un- 
derstanding of the wealth of beauty nature 
has given us. It is not necessary to pore 
over books. The best book Is a poor source 
of knowledge compared to the original ma- 
terial offered by nature herself. Just a 
little observation and a new world will be 
opened up and every stroll and pleasure 
jaunt will be accompanied by a new pleas- 
ure and a new meaning. Existence will 
take on a new aspect, and gradually will 
come the conviction that life is worth while, 
after all.

needlo-leaf trees of the chaparral 
country are confined to the upper 
parts of the canyons, the summits of 
the mountain ranges aud the north 
siopes for some little distance down from 
the top. The first one of them that we 
meet with as we climb upward through the 
canyons is the Big-Cone Spruce (Pseudo- 
tesuga macrocarpa,) a very near relative of 
the famous Douglas spruce of the north, In 
fact, for a long time it was considered only 
@ variety of the northern species, and even 
at the present time some botanists will not 
acknowledge that it is entirely distinct 
As the generic name indicates (pseudo 
faise,) it is not a true spruce. In structure 
it is as noar a fir as it is a spruce. The 
northern tree is more frequently called 
“Douglas Fir” than ‘Douglas Spruce.” But 
our northern tree seems never to be called 
anything else than a spruce, to which “big- 
cone” is attached, because its cone is un- 
usually big for a spruce—and very much 
larger than that of the giant gorthern tree. 
We are quite apt to meet with the big- 
oone ‘spruce by the time we have reached 
an altitude of 2000 feet. At first there will 
be a single tree or two; then a straggling 
group of a half-dozen or so; then a steadily 
increasing number, until we find the head 
of the canyon filled with them. They are 
ishaggy-barked fellows with somber foliage, 
and usually with limbs beginning only a 
short distance from the ground. Frequent- 
ly where the trail passes beneath them, the 
imbs have to be cut away to make a pas 
sage. From one of the ridges which hem 
in such a spruce-filled canyon, the group of 
ark evergreens shows up strongly against 
the side of the mountain. If the canyon is 
the north side of the mountain, the ef- 
is so intensified that from some dis- 
tance away the grove of spruce make a 

feritable black patch in the landscape. 
The big-cone spruce is distinctive in 
ghape, ite upper limbs standing straight out 
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tablelike effecj, simulating im 
smeasure the form of old sugarypines. But 
as sugar pines only occur at altitudes en- 
tirely above the range of the big-cone 
spruce, there is no occasion for mistaking 
the one for the other-—even from a dis- 
tance and of course a close inspection olf 
any tree in Question should always reveal 
its identity. 

The big-cone spruce is confined exclu- 
sively to the chaparral belt. And, although 
it has a wider distribution in the region 
than any other cone-bearer, yet so well 
within the limits of the Elfin-Porest is its 
range, that when you discover one, you 
may know you are far inside the bound- 
aries which limit the region of dwarf 
trees. Because of the low altitude at which 
it grows, it is usually cl@pely surrounded 
with chaparrah and therefore more fre- 
quently subject to fire than any other of 
the cone-bearers of the region. One of the 
most common sights In the canyons of.-old 
fire-swept areas is that of the blackened 
trunks of the spruces. It is of very little 
value for lumber, but for its service as 


confined is that of the 
Elfin-Wood. Yet #0 it is. And it is of ad- 
ditional interest that the pine whose cones 
approach most nearly those of the Coulter 
species in size sheuld also have very much 
the same geographical range—the “Digger 
pine,” of which more will be given later. 

The Coulter pines are only occasionally 
humerous enough to make a grove of. sul- 
ficient extent to merit the name of forest. 
They more generally scatter themselves 
about, as if diffident of company, often 
standing in isolated positions, and not in- 
frequenily entirely surrounded by the 
chaparral. In this way they often extend 
on up the mountain un@il they meet and 
mingle with the yellow pine, which is 
usually at an elevation of between 4000 
and 5000 feet. But as a rule they do not 
mix with the yellow pines for any great 
distance where they meet. Under the 
name of “bull pine” they are cut for lum- 
ber to a considerable extent: but the 
quality of the lumber is poor, the best of 
it scarcely ranking as second class.

The yellow pines are of two varieties— 
or species, as some would have it. One is 
the true western pine (P. ponderosa;) the 
other is the Jeffrey pine (P. Jeffreyi,) as 
those who make it a separate species 
would have it. The botanists who regard 
it as a subspecies only write it Pinus pon- 
derosa-Jeffreyi. Hetween the typical west- 
ern yellow pine and the pronounced type 
of the Jeffrey pine—such as is found on 
the eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada, for 
instance—there is such a wide difference 
that no one could fail to notice it. But on 
the other hand, there are yellow pines a- 
plenty whose characteristics are so nearly 
midway between the two that not even an 
expert can tell to which group they belong. 
In general, the Jeffrey pine is a treé& oi 
higher altitudes. That is, its most distinc- 
tive type is found toward-the upper limit 
of the range of the yellow pine, while the 
distinctive type of the western yellow pine 
occurs toward the lower limit. Roughly 
speaking, midway of the range the twWo 
types merge. The Jeffrey pine is the 
smaller, on the average, too, and less-wide 
ly branched; the bark Is darker and more 
broken; and the cones are usually very 
much larger. This last feature is ve 
marked in the Jeffrey pines on the east 
slopes of the Sierra Nevada, where I have 
seen its cones of a size rivaling those of 
the sugar pines. The bark of a mature 
western yellow pine is red and usually 
broken into broad plates, while the limbs 
are more widely spread, and the top more 
rounded, than that of the typical Jeffrey 
pine. 

Good examples of the western yellow 
pine to be seen near Los Angeles are those 
on Mt. Wiisoa.
